My lot has been as usual here, tho’ enlivened by the presence 
of Lady Sykes, who has contrived to pay us two visits, and the presence 
of Lord Lyndhurst, who also gave us a fortnight of his delightful 
society. I am tolerably busy, and hope to give a good account of 
myself and doings when we meet, which I trust will be soon. How 
goes that ‘‘ great lubber,” the Public, and how fares that mighty hoax, 
the World ?—etc. 


A Letter from C. Dickens dated December 6th, 1844, contains 
an interesting reference to the publication of Zhe Chimes, 
and to the proofs of it, which he is sending her. On Decem- 
ber 8th he writes: 


Business for other people (and by no means of a pleasant kind) has. 
held me prisoner during two whole days, and will so detain me to-day, 
in the very agony of departure, that I shall not even be able to reach 
Gore House, on which I had set my heart. I cannot bear the thought 
of going away without some sort of reference to the happy day you 
gave me last Monday, and the pleasure and delight I had in your 
earnest greeting—etc. 


The Letters from Walter Savage Landor form an extremely 
important series extending from 1827 to about 1845. On 
January 13th, 1838, he writes: 


.. . When [| come to London, I intend to bring my revised and 
enlarged copy of Conversations with me, and make a present of them 
to Forster, one among the few who think that they are worth a 
farthing. Since it appears that the copyrights of authors may become 
of some value to their heirs and assignees, who knows but Forster, five- 
and-forty years hence, may get as many pounds by these six volumes ? 
. . . I hope you take in poor Leigh Hunt’s Monthly Repository ; not 
because there are some trivial things of mine in it, but because he wants.

A 
few months later he went back to Brussels in the capacity of 
Resident, and after the accession of James II received the 
title of Envoy. He remained in Brussels until the Revolu- 
tion, when he accompanied James to St. Germain, where he 
died in 1711 at the age of 101. The papers were communi- 
cations made to him from this country in the form of news- 
letters, giving almost daily the most minute details of 
everything going on at court and in the country. They 
may be looked upon as more or less a companion to and a 
continuation of Pepys’ Diary.

thousand armes, lost not thirtie men. This is the Lord’s doeinge, and it 
is marvelous in our eyes. . . . I desier my love may bee presented to 
my deere sister, and to all your familie. I pray tell Doll I doe not forgett 
her, nor her little bratt. She writes very cunninglye and complimentally 
to mee. I expect a letter of plaine dealinge from her—etc.

is really an extraordinary being, most grateful to me for having 
saved her from the precipice into which she had good sense enough 
to see she must without me have inevitably fallen, and she sees that 
nothing but a constant good conduct can maintain the respect that 
is now shown her by everybody. It has often been remarked that a 
reformed take mikes a good husband.

Later she tells of the portraits of her which Sir William is 
having painted, and of the attentions of her chechespeo 
(cicisbeo) Prince Draydrixton (? Dietrichstein), and in 
1793 she writes of her love for Sir William : 

Endead, you cannot imagine our happiness. It is not to be 
described. We are not an hour in the day seperable. We live 
more like lovers than husband and wife, as husbands and wives go 
now-a-days. Lord deliver me! and the English are as bad as the 
Italians, some few excepted, etc. 

The later letters are written during 1799, and describe 
the progress of events in Naples. 

Our illustration is taken from one of the early letters, 
written in 1784, when she was at Parkgate, in Cheshire, 
for sea-bathing. 

The first of Greville’s letters to her is remarkable as 
being not an original, but a pressed copy, and probably 
one of the earliest examples of this process.
